MINNBAPOLIS, Feb. 29. 

The same irregular operations due 
to low water continue on the platform, 
but a better power is looked for with- 
in a fortnight. The flour output last 
week was 109,500 bbls—averaging 18,- 
250 bbls daily—against 114,100 bbls the 
previous week, and 84,040 bbls for the 
corresponding time in 1887. It will be 
seen that the mills were making very 
much less flour a year ago than now. 
This is due to a larger number of en- 
gines being in use at present. The 
water power is not yet materially im- 
prov though the time is close at 
hand when achange for the better is 
expected.. One more mill has .com- 
menced the use of steam, but its out- 

ut has not yet commenced to count 
or much. This makes a total of nine 
mills which have engines, and all are 
in use. There are also nine water mills 
running, but some of them are very seri- 
ously handicapped, and get out com- 
paratively little flour. ith the ad. 
vance of freights postponed over the 
prem week, pretty heavy exports 
ave been made, but if the new rates 
should be maintained, foreign business 
will. be septs, eut off. Trade from 
that direction is already dull on ac- 
count of the promised advance. The 
domestic market is — but steady. 
There are a few millers who report a 
fair amount of business being done, 
this being particularly true of one or 
two large firms, but the majority of 
them characterize the market as bein 
inactive. The direct exports last wee 
were 45,500 bbls, against 55,000 bbls the 
week before.

BUFFALO BOLTS. 


[Special Correspondence.} 

Buffalo millers went to their business 
offices Monday morning, in a little 
better spirits, the week having closed 
with a brighter outlook for the flour 
interest. There were growing signs 
of improvement in trade and prices 
and it was evident the millers believed 
that fealing had come to stay. The 
wheat market opened last week on 
Monday with a fair demand for No. 1 
hard, and 10,500 bus sold early at 91c. 
Tuesday the demand was lighter, and 
Wednesday, being a legal holiday, 
there was, of course, no business trans- 
acted. Aftera ‘“‘day off,” the market 
nm. Thursday ruled stronger, and there 
was an active demand for No. 1 hard. 
At.90c 22,000 bus were taken in lots, 
and a fraction more would not move 
them, it would seem, although 5,000 
bus so'd at 90%c earlier in the day, 
and 2.590 bus went for 89jc. No. 1 
northern held at 8c and No. 2 at 6c 
over Chicago May. Winter wheat has 
fluctuated somewhat. one day being 
firm, another duil. The prices have 
not varied enough from last week to 
have any particular effect on the 
market, and the movement has been 
light. illers find it somewhat diffi- 
cult to obtain what winter wheat they 
require to meet the wants of the local 
trade. The price is thus quoted. a lit- 
tle higher in the interior for No. 2 red 
than on the s‘aboard. Friday only a 
few buy«rs were in the market, and 
they were not large buyers. Only 500 
bus No. 1 hard soid at 89§c. A small 
sae A of No. 2 Milwaukee was of- 
ered at 86c. The Chicago “‘swell’’ 
millers think will not hoid and Sat- 
urday’s doings in the market were of 
no account. 

It seems to be the opinion that the 
inroads madeon No. 1 hard of late, 
although the demand has not begun 
in earnest, mill notbe a pleasant matter 
to millers who are short. Ruchester 
took nearly all the hard sold last week. 
The amountin the market on Satur- 
day would not reach 100,000 bus, and 
about 30 per cent of this is as good as 
sold. The remainder of the stock 
800,000 bus, is held mostly by local 
millers. There is, perhaps, about 300,- 
000 bus not now in the hands of local 
millers. There isin storesome 243,009 
bus of “‘Washburn’’ No. 1 northern, 
but not offered. This wheat has its 
champions who say that it is equal to 
No. 1 hard. It is said this wiil be 
shipped to Baltimore for export before 
navigation opens.

Jeffersonian Grain Dealings. 


Bishop Whipple, of Faribault, re- 
cently found among his papers a letter 
written by Thomas Jefferson to his 
broker, away back in 1814, in 
which the 8 of Monticello acknow!l- 
“— himself to be hard up in finan- 

matters and makes au urgent ap- 
peal for an advancement on some un- 
sold flour in the broker’s possession, 
says the St. Paul Globe. 
he following quotation from the 
letter not only indicates the distressed 
frame of mind the great statesman 
was in, but it also exemplifiss ‘‘Jeffer- 
sonian simplicity” in a new light, inas- 
much as the Jeffersonian methods of 
spelling, punctuation and capitaliza- 
ion were quite different f what 
rammavians establish in these later 
re. He says: ‘‘Besides a draught of 
this day in favor of Joseph B. Proctor 
for 63D 9c, I owe neighborhood debts, 
chiefly for corn, the co uencsa of the 
unexampled drought of the last year, 
to the amount of 600D of which 200D 
are immediately wanting and the rest 
soon demandable. I have to remit to 
Philadelphia shortly 140D and in the 
course of 2or 3 months shall need 1,000D 
more, for all of which I have no re- 
source but the produce in your hands, 
the wh-at just now seeded and the to- 
bacco now growing. Of the former the 
crop is indifferent. It will yield about 
500 barrels of flour only ; the tobacco, 
probably about 30,000 weight. Until 
these come in, I shall be much dis- 
tressed to get along, unless the bank 
will indulge me with an addition of 
1,000 or 1,500D to my note at its next 
renewal. I had counted confidently on 
a very contrary operation on that note, 
but embar and blockades have de- 
feated all resources counted on. I 
must request you to ask this favor from

200D above mentioned, as wanted here 
immediately, and I shall be anxious to 
hear from you, for I assure you that I 
am in a state of great uneasiness from

There has been very little moving in 
the wheat trade here during the past 
week, and values have experienced a 
farther slight depreciation. This is 
not because holders are pressing to 
sell, for there is virtually a scarcity of 
foreign wheat on the spot; but the fact 
is, buyers are holding out for lower 

rices in anticipation of large supplies 
n the future, say after the month of 
April, and their reserved attitude is 
pushed to such an extent that where 
sellers are obliged to dispose of their 
produce they have to accept less 
money. No. 1 California wheat, ar- 
rived off the English coast, is now only 
worth 33s 3d per 500 lbs, and there are 
offers for prompt shipment to arrive 
in June, at 33s 6d. Red winter Amer- 
ican is offering in small parcels to Lon- 
don at 324, while new Calcutta wheat, 
No. 2. for March-April shipment via 
canal,is held at 33s 9d per 480 lbs, which 
is far too high comparatively speak- 
ing. Tbe new Indian crop, however, 
does not promise well enough to ¢n- 
courage much selling in blank. The 
consequence is that next to nothing is 
doing in Indian wheats. South Russian 
and Roumanian wheats for spring ship- 
ment are liberally offered as low as 253, 
and as high as 33s per qr for the best 
sorts. Australian wheat, in which we 
are promised more than 16,000,000 bus 
this season, is held at 33s 6d for erage’ 
shipment, but very little has so far 
been done in this quality, the price 
being too high, and up to the pres- 
ent only about 700,000 bus have n 
shipped.

The general position, statistically 
speaking, since September last, has 
not been favorable to an advance, the 
supplies having been too much in ex- 
cess of the requirements as is evi- 
denced by the following figures, which 
represent our imports of wheat and 
flour and our supplies of English 
wheat from farmers, from September 
1 to February 4, ia the past two years.

We have thus so far this season re- 
ceived 5 666,000 bus more than we 
wanted, while last year the supply was 
3,906,000 bus too small. This, as I have 
already eaid, will account for much of 
the depression, but it is a fact that the 
next two months will probably wipe 
off this surplus toa great extent, al- 
though we are now getting so near 
spring with its pronounced increase in 
supplies, that operators are saying 
that, having gone so far without ary 
improvement, we shall find any ad- 
vance now to be all thé more difficult.

The British zgricultural department 
published its estimate of the crup of 
1887 last week, according to which the 
crop, on 2,384,505 acres, was 76,224,940 
bus, or a yield of 31 97 bus per acre, 
——- a yield of 63,347,885 bus in 1606 
The last crop therefore proves to be 
less than I anticipated in my last let- 
ter, although it is remarkably close to 
my estimate sent you last September, 
which was 76,000,000 bus.

This analysis proves that this first 
break flour, such as it is, shows that it 
contains the elements of nutrition in as 
large a proportion as does straight 
grade flour according to Wauklyn’s 
analysis.
